RootpTowing I s Up 


Rootplowing 
in 
the 
Medina 
Valley Soil Conservation District 
is fast becoming one of the major 
conservation practices. This prac­ 
tice is new in the district, the 
first being done in 1955 on the 
Lawrence Rothe farm north of 
D ’Hanis. 
Farm ers and 
ranchers 
were 
slow 
at 
first 
to 
except 
this 
practice due to the expense and 
drought conditions in the district. 
The question in everyone s mind 
at that time was, “ Would this 
practice pay off in low rainfall 


years?” 
This question was soon answer­ 
ed on the Rothe farm . W ith less 
than seven inches of rain, a good 
growth of both native and intro­ 
duced grasses 
was established. 


Besides killing out all the brush, 
the rangeland is left open to take 
up all the rain that falls, instead 
of allowing it to runoff. This is 
one of the reasons rootplowing 
is paying off.

without permission from the run­ 
way tower.

Each time the runway control 
tower goes into operation, a fire
